QO. Can friction or grinding, combined with 
boiling, assistin the reduction of wood or other 
naterials to chemical fibre, and thereby effect 
a saving in soda ? 

A. Friction, or grinding, may assist, but is 
of no particular benefit in the production of 
chemical fibre from wood cut into chips or from 
It cannot save soda, because, as has 
been shown, a quantity of soda equivalent to 
the amount of acid in the wood must be em 
ployed, and unless the grinding removes some 


sawdust. 


of the acid, it-cannot, and does not, facilitate 


the operation ; but it is possible that thie com- 
bination of grinding and boiling would be use- 
ful to reduce waste from wooden-ware facto- 
ries. This waste consists of pieces of wood of 
irregular size, too small to be conveniently 
cut into chips, but too large to admit of being 
reduced to fibre by ordinary digesting.

Q. What treatment does 
after it is bleached ?

A. The best result is obtained by storing 
the bleached fibre in drainers, just as rag half- 
stuff is stored, and taking it out in the same 
manner as that is taken out; or it can be 
taken out of the drainers by means ot the cen- 
trifugal pump arrangement, similar to that 
employed to move the fibre from the wash- 
tank to the washing-engine. 

Q. Is it correct to use anti-chlorine for the 
purpose of neutralizing the bleach and then 
to run the fibre over the wet-machine, thus 
dispensing with the drainers entirely ? 

A. If it is desired to make a paper that will 
retain its strength and color, then there must 
be no trace of free chemicals left in the fibre. 
Such a paper must consist of pure cel'ulose, 
with only the necessary sizing ingredients 
added. The antichlorine does not destroy or 
remove the bleach, it simply changes its form. 
It is said that common salt and free sulphur 
are the result of the combination which takes 
place when hyposulphite of soda and chlorine 
are brought together. If this is the case, a 
trace of both will remain in the paper, which, 
when exposed to a humid atmosphere, will 
cause the paper to deteriorate in quality, and 
if an excess of antichlor is employed, the same 
esult will ensue.

Lye ween. debian *~- 
invention relates to 
bleaching jute paper-stock. In car- 
rying out "the process the jute- 
stock is first thoroughly washed 
in the usual manner. Then a com- 
position of ten pounds of alum, 
four pounds of South Carolina 
clay, and two gallons of water is 
boiled and added to five hundred 
pounds of the stock, which is then 
run in the mixing-engine for fifteen 
minutes, after which fifty pounds 
of bleaching powder are added. 
In like proportion the composition 
and bleaching powder are used 
with larger amounts of the stock, 
so that one-half of the bleaching 
powder used in the processes here- 
tofore employed is saved, as it has 
required one hundred pounds of bleaching 
powder to bleach five hundred pounds of this 
stock, 

Resulting from this process it is designed 
to produce a paper of better color and greater

rangement there is little, if any, tendency for

To unite a pair of these compound engines 
upon a single line of shafting, end portions 
of two shafts are connected by an ordinary 
spline-and-groove coupling. Two nuts are se- 
cured at each end of the coupling and ata suit- 
able distance upon the shaft, a peripheral 
screw-thread, upon which the nuts move is cut. 

The action of the coupling compels rotation 


of the shafts 


in unison, while longitudinal 
movement can easily be effected by changing 
the positions of the nuts, each of which

terward pounded in a mortar until reduced to 
a pulp resembling that which is made from 
cotton,” 

The bark of the paper mulberry (Srousso- 
netia papyrifera) of China and Japan yields one 
of the best fibres known. It is naturally so 
white that it requires very little bleaching, 
and being long and tough it makes a very 
stout paper. It is largely employed by the 
Japanese, and forms the bulk of their raw 
paper material. The bark of the Passerina 
Gampi and the Edgworthia papyrifera are also 
used there. Japanese paper is never bleached, 
and has usually a faint yellowish or greenish 
tinge. Its texture is rather loose and very 
fibrous. Generally the fibres lie parallel to 
the shorter edge of the sheet, and in this 
direction the paper tears easily, while in any 
other line it tears with difficulty. In certain 
kinds of paper, made for rain-coats and wrap- 
ping-paper, the fibres seem to cross each 
other, so that it is difficult to tear the sheet in 
any direction. 

The paper mulberry is propagated by root- 
cuttings, which attain their full development 
after about four or five years, the first year 
producing canes about one foot long, the 
second year canes of about two or three feet, 
and the fourth six feet, or in some cases even 


nine to twelve feet in length. Each fall when 


the bark _has ripened, and while some little  —_ 
sap remains in the wood the canes which 


form the growth of the season are cut off near 
the ground and sold to the paper makers. 
The stocks remain in the ground, to send 
forth new shoots another year. These mul- 
berry shoots, averaging six to eight feet in 
length, and perhaps as large as one’s finger, 
are cut into pieces about two feet long and laid 
in piles. These piles soon heat by the fermen- 
tation of the sap, and the bark thereby becomes

Nothing approaching a boom is expected, but 
a gradual return of better times is looked for. 
‘It’s a long lane that has no turn in it,” said 
one manufacturer, ‘‘ and you will see a return 
of reasonably good times within a short time 
|or [am no prophet. Paper has gone as low 
| in price as it will, the dealers are all carrying 
ridiculously small stocks, and as soon as 
Cleveland has been inaugurated and the peo- 
ple realize that the country has not gone to the 
dogs, you will see a change for the better.” 
And itis just such men as this who will help 
| the thing along. The need of the hour iscon- 
| fidence. and if this can be inspired the feeling 
| will soon be contagious. I found several mills 
| this week behind their orders, and the bustle, 

activity and busy hum of machinery was in- 
| spiring. 

The local stock market is very quiet and no 
large sales are reported. The mills, as a gen- 
eral thing, are very well supplied, and are 
buying very little unless at concessions. The 
dealers sre equally conservative, believing 
that sooner or later, the ‘mill-owners will be 
compelled to buy, no change in the present 
restrictive policy being anticipated. There is 
very little domestic stock to be had and the 
increase will not be marked, as the country 
| districts are not responding to the demand. 
The question of disinfection continues to be 
discussed, but very little satisfaction is obtain- 
ed in this way. The movement—if it can be 
| called so—favoring a change in the Treasury 
regulations, allowing rags to be brought to 
| this country from non-infected ports has sup- 
porters here. 

The new enterprise in which the Syms & 
Dudley and Nonotuck Paper Companies are

THE rag trade in Germany during the 
first half of this month was dull and the 
market weak. The demand for export to 





the United States had ceased altogether, 
and prices were barely sustained by the 
few orders dropping in from England and 
domestic paper mills. Official statistics 
of the movement of rags in the German 
Customs Union show that there were im- 
ported in 1884 331,123 metrical cwts. of 
too kilogs., against 347,426 in 1883, and 
exported 452,963, against 373,521 in 1883. 





THE proposition to advance the import 
duty on wood in Germany is meeting | 
with great opposition, not only from the 
German paper makers, but from the mer- 
chants engaged in the business of import- 
ing wood from Norway and Sweden, and 
particularly those located at the Baltic 
ports. The advance contemplated would 
make the duty 44 per cent. ad valorem, 
which, it is claimed, would completely 





revolutionize numerous industries de- 
pendent on the wood supply. The de- 
bates in Parliament on this subject are 
said to be looked forward to with a great 
deal of anxiety. 








Ir has been said that ideas have no sex 
and that there is an “irrepressible con- 
flict”” between free and slave labor, and to 
these truisms we add a third, to wit, that 
the true patriot has no politics; that is to 
say, that while his sympathies may be en- 
listed on the side of this or that party,

Talk, 
although absolutely empty and void of 
fact, often does a great deal of harm. It 
is not likely that the party soon to be 
dominant at the capital of the nation will 
carry out any radical measure or perform 
any act that will unfix, disturb or even jar 
upon the commercial interests of the 
country. Happily the two great national 
parties are so evenly balanced, so numeri- 
cally alike, so territorially co-extensive, 
so evenly possessed of the wealth and in- 
telligence of our nation as to be mutually 
dependent upon each other in the task of 
any great reform.

THE stuff-pump—that necessary ad- 
junct to a _ paper-making machine— 
does not always receive the attention it 
deserves. Located, as it generally is, in 
some dark corner in the basement, near 
to the stuff-chest, it is out of sight, and 
consequently out of mind, and therefore 
often neglected. No one goes near it as 
long as it sends the stuff up to the ma- 
chine, except it may be the back-tender 
to oil it, and this is not a thing of regular 
occurrence. Such carelessness and ne- 
glect should not be tolerated. Regular- 
ity in the thickness of the paper which is 
being made depends on a uniform supply 
of stuff, and it is the function of the 
stuff-pump to furnish the stuff in regular 
quantities. A visit to the stuff-pump 
will give a persona good idea of the style 
in which the entire mill is managed. If it 
is runat a moderate speed, and is of suffi- 
cient capacity to supply the machine; if it is 
fitted up in a strong and substantial man- 
ner, and works smoothly and easily with- 
out shock or jar—for knocking or jarring 
should no more be tolerated in the stuff- 
pump than in the steam-engine—and if it 
and its surroundings are clean and tidy, a 
like condition may be expected through- 
out the entire mill. On the other hand, 
if the stuff-pump is too small for the work 
that it has to do, and if it is making from 
80 to 100 strokes per minute, with its 
frame loose and shackly; if the guide is 
worn out and the gland is askew, with 
possibly one or more of the bolts stripped, 
broken or missing, and if the pump itself 
and the floor around it should be covered 
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some inches deep with stuff, we have a 
close indication of the condition of the 
whole mill. The pump should always be 
of sufficient capacity, working at fifty 
strokes per minute, to supply the machine 
with at least a third more stuff than is re- 
quired to make the paper. Its frame must 
be true and rigid, and the pump itself 
should be placed as firmly and carefully 
Al- 
though there are different makes of the 


in line as if it was a steam-engine. 


pump, the main features of all are alike, 
viz.: a cast-iron cylinder, a plunger or 
piston, covered with a heavy brass-jacket, 
provided with the necessary wrist-pins, 
guide and connecting rod, and two valves, 


one below and one above the pump. The 
valve seats and balls are best made of 
brass or other composition metal which 


will resist the action of acid. It is not 
necessary that the body and flanges 


should be of brass. They should be made 

of cast iron, suitably bored and chased, 
| and furnished with a brass seat which can 
be easily renewed when it becomes worn. 
This seat should be cut square across on 
the top. A funnel-shaped seat, for either 
the upper or lower valve, is decidedly 
The size of the ball 
must correspond to the 
chamber in which it works, so that it will 
| always drop back to its place promptly, 
and the chamber must be provided with 
a hand-hole and plate whereby any for- 
eign substance which may at times hinder 
the flow of the pulp may be removed. 
| To facilitate this, or the making of re- 
pairs on the pump, a straightway valve 
should be located on the supply-pipe be- 
tween the pump and the chest. The up- 
per valve seat should be a cast-iron flange 
with a boss in the centre of sufficient 
depth to permit it to be screwed on to the 
end of the discharge-pipe on the one side, 
and to receive a brass valve seat on the 
other. This flange must be bolted to the 
| znstde of the bottom of the stuff-box, the 
pipe passing through the bottom and 
screwed into the flange and then united a 
short distance below the box by a flange 
In addition to the bolt-holes in

the flange there must be three small | 


holes, at equal distances apart and close 
to the boss, tapped with a half-inch tap. 


Bolts without heads, and eight inches | 


long, are screwed into these; a piece of 
board of suitable width is laid across the 
top of the bolts and supported by cleats 
on the sides of the stuff-box. This ar- 
rangement allows the ball to rise and fall, 
permits the egress of the stuff and keeps 
it from being thrown over the top of the 
box.

In this the paper stock and the color- 
ing matter of any desired shade are thorough- 
ly mixed in the same manner as for making 
The stuff thus prepared 
is delivered to the machine and passes through 


plain colored paper.

the gauging of the proportion of the water in 
the stuff, so that when the web of paper 
reaches the dandy-roll there will be in it more 
than the ordinary amount of water.
